If not entirely, from Xvward 
Brenner., but the establishment of a complete chain of information 
from Brennan to the Police dispatcher could be most helpful in 
rounding out an account of this event. It would alee be valuu'^ln v 
j to know whether the police and other law enforcement officers 
searching within the building, especially on the ti'Xth flrvr, vers 
ever notified that the shots had come from the wirido: .•dc.-.-tftod 
by Brennan. Tills might help explain why it was not v. .:il *.C minutes 
after the shooting that the shells and cartons were discovered at 
the window from which the shots came. * .
